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SUMMARY 


Global  cow  milk  production  this  year  will  be  up  from  the  1981  level,  while 
that  for  butter  and  casein  will  be  lower.    The  outlook  for  several  other  dairy 
products  is  somewhat  brighter. 


Milk 


Current  prospects  indicate  1982  global  cow  milk  production  will  be  near  389 
million  metric  tons,  up  3  million  tons,  or  less  than  1  percent  from  1981. 
This  is  nonetheless  approximately  triple  the  1980-81  increase  of  just  over  a 
million  tons.    Revised  estimates  for  India  pushed  the  current  forecast  for 
1980-1982  production  above  those  published  earlier. 

Major  factors  which  will  affect  the  total  output  are  those  impacting  on  feed 
supplies.    Feed  supplies  were  limited  and  hurt  winter  and  early  spring  dairy 
production  in  most  of  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union.    In  both  of  those 
regions,  concentrate  feeds  were  in  particularly  short  supply.    In  France, 
roughages,  particularly  corn  silage,  were  in  short  supply  during  the  winter. 
Other  weather  related  problems  include:    areas  of  Spain  and  Mexico  that  are 
reported  to  be  dry  and  a  late  spring  in  much  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere.  On 
the  positive  side,  soil  moisture  supplies  for  spring  pasture  growth  are 
generally  favorable  in  most  Northern  Hemisphere  producing  countries. 

Dairy  Products  ^ 

Butter  production  for  1982  in  the  major  dairy  countries  is  forecast  at  5.9 
million  metric  tons,  less  than  1  percent  above  last  year.  However, 
consumption,  which  has  been  declining  the  past  two  years,  is  expected  to  be 
down  again,  thus  stock  levels  are  likely  to  build,  particularly  in  the  United 
States.    World  market  prices  for  unsalted  butter,  f.o.b.  European  ports  are 
currently  ranging  between  $2,100-$2,200  per  metric  ton  (MT),  somewhat  weaker 
than  last  fall's  $2,400.

Cheese  production  this  year  may  total  8.6  million  tons  worldwide  (cottage  and 
other  unripened  cheeses  are  now  excluded  in  all  countries  except  France),  a 
3  percent  rise  from  last  year,  with  the  United  States,  the  EC,  and  New  Zealand 
accounting  for  most  of  the  gain.    Only  small  changes  are  expected  for  the  rest 
of  the  world's  cheese  producing  countries.    In  the  United  States,  cheese 
inventories  are  likely  to  continue  upward  this  year,  due  to  the  surplus  milk 
suppl ies. 

Production  of  nonfat  dry  milk  (NDM)  powder  this  year  may  total  4.4  million 
metric  tons  for  the  36  major  dairy  countries,  up  4  percent  from  IQSl's 
output.    Most  of  the  gain  will  come  from  the  United  States,  the  EC,  Brazil, 
and  Spain.    U.S.  stocks  of  NDM  will  reach  one-half  of  world  levels  by  year's 
end  as  supplies  continue  to  exceed  demand.    World  prices  for  NDM  have  weakened 
over  the  past  6  months.    Currently  NDM  is  being  quoted  on  world  markets  at 
$950-$l,000  per  ton,  down  from  $1 ,000-$l ,100  per  ton  last  fall. 

Casein  output  for  the  eight  major  countries  that  manufacture  that  product  is 
expected  to  decline  sharply  this  year  to  164,000  tons,  down  10  percent  from 
1981'$  181,000  tons.    Casein  use  may  not  change  appreciably  but  stock  levels 
are  expected  to  drop  sharply  this  year. 

MILK 


U.S.  milk  production  during  the  first  quarter  of  1982  was  nearly  2  percent 
above  year  earlier  levels.    Excellent  grain  harvests  in  the  fall  of  1981 
created  a  low  price  situation  for  concentrate  feeds,  which  has  encouraged 
continued  heavy  concentrate  feeding  despite  relatively  stable  prices  for 
milk.    Spring  pasture  conditions  in  major  dairy  regions  are  generally  good 
with  ample  supplies  of  soil  moisture. 

Based  on  current  conditions,  U.S.  milk  production  in  1982  is  currently  being 
projected  to  increase  around  2  percent  compared  to  1981.    Expected  higher  per 
cow  yields  and  a  larger  dairy  herd  will  both  contribute  to  the  additional  milk 
production.    With  larger  production  and  declining  fluid  use,  the  increased 
production  will  be  used  for  manufacturing  dairy  products,  particularly  cheese, 
butter,  and  nonfat  dry  milk  (NDM). 

Canadian  farm  sales  of  milk  are  expected  to  increase  1  percent  during  1982. 
An  expected  small  decline  in  fluid  sales  will  allow  manufacturing  use  to 
increase  by  1.5  percent.    Larger  use  by  the  manufacturing  sector  will 
facilitate  small  increases  (1  to  2  percent)  in  production  of  cheese,  butter 
and  NDM. 

Dairy  production  in  the  EC-10  during  1982  is  expected  to  be  characterized  by 
slowly  rising  milk  production  despite  the  EC  Commission's  efforts  to  hold  down 
output.    Most  of  this  years  increase  will  be  diverted  to  industrial  uses.  On 
May  18,  the  Community  raised  the  milk  target  price  for  the  current  marketing 
year  by  10.5  percent.    At  present  U.S.  exchange  rates,  the  target  price  for 
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milk  would  be  about  $12.28  per  hundredweight  (CWT).    Current  forecasts  are 
that  milk  production  will  total  near  107  million  tons,  up  1  percent  from 
1981.    France  is  expected  to  show  the  largest  increase  this  year  as  1981 
production  was  hurt  by  unfavorable  fall  weather.    On  the  other  hand,  milk 
output  in  Denmark,  where  producers  are  facing  severe  economic  difficulties, 
will  likely  show  a  decline. 

Some  highlights  of  dairy  developments  in  the  individual  EC  countries  include: 

In  France  during  1981,  strong  export  demand  led  to  a  17  percent  increase  in 
dry  whole  milk  production.    However,  current  expectations  are  that  export 
demand  for  NDM  will  return  to  normal  during  1982  and  production  will  climb 
2  percent. 

In  West  Germany,  1981  and  1982  milk  production  levels  are  still  at  the  1980 
level,  however,  declining  on-farm  use  is  allowing  deliveries  to  dairies  to 
increase  and  is  spurring  production  of  products,  particularly  cheese  and  NDM. 

Ital ian  dairy  producers  face  a  tight  cost/price  squeeze  that  may  force  the 
industry  into  a  long-term  contraction  phase.    Milk  production  in  1982  is 
expected  to  approximate  the  1981  level. 

In  January  1982,  a  new  pricing  system  took  effect  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
new  system  guarantees  profits  in  the  dairy  trade  comparable  to  those  in  other 
food  manufacturing  industries.    The  profitability  of  dairy  farming  should  be 
improved  by  the  new  system. 

The  Netherlands  is  expected  to  increase  cheese  production  in  1982.  However, 
the  Netherlands  has  been  having  difficulties  increasing  its  export  markets  for 
cheese.    Consequently,  additional  quantities  of  butter,  NDM  and  casein  may 
also  be  produced. 

Spain' s  dairy  industry  was  hurt  both  by  drought  and  resulting  short  feed 
supplies  and  poor  economic  conditions  for  dairy  production  during  1981. 
Marginal  increases  in  production  of  milk  and  dairy  products  are  expected  in 
1982. 

The  number  of  dairy  cows  in  Poland  at  the  beginning  of  1982  was  estimated  to 
be  slightly  higher  than  the  year-earlier  level.    Good  forage  supplies  from 
last  year  should  have  aided  milk  production  through  the  winter  and  early 
spring  of  1982.    Polish  farmers  probably  will  continue  to  view  milk  production 
as  relatively  profitable,  and  total  milk  production  for  1982  could  increase 
slightly  over  the  1981  level. 

Milk  production  in  Japan  during  1982  is  expected  to  expand  about  1  percent  to 
6.67  million  MT,  foTTowTng  a  2  percent  gain  in  1981.    Most  of  the  increase 
should  come  from  higher  production  per  cow  as  numbers  are  not  seen  changing 
appreciably.    The  Japanese  Government  has  encouraged  producers  to  adjust  their 
production  to  the  slower  growth  in  demand  by  leaving  manufacturing  milk  price 
virtually  unchanged  for  the  past  5  years.    Fluid  use  of  milk  increased  3.5 
percent  in  1981  because  of  unusually  hot  weather  in  July  and  August. 
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India's  cow  milk  production  should  rise  another  3  percent  to  17.0  million  MT 
in  1982  following  a  5  percent  gain  in  1981.    Slightly  less  than  half  of 
India's  milk  production  of  32  million  MT  in  1982  should  come  from  water 
buffaloes,  where  similar  gains  in  output  are  expected.    Under  a  project  titled 
Operation  Flood,  India's  government  has  set  a  target  of  38  million  MT  of  milk 
to  be  produced  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  March  1985.    The  higher  output  is 
to  be  achieved  by  upgrading  indigenous  animals  with  imported  cattle  and  semen. 

Milk  production  in  Mew  Zealand  is  expected  to  decline  slightly  in  1982  as  that 

country  has  had  some  dry  conditions  during  the  first  4  months  of  the  year. 

However,  additional  quantities  of  milk  may  be  switched  to  cheese  manufacturing 

with  the  result  that  cheese  production  may  increase  substantially. 

The  profitability  of  Austral ian  dairy  production  increased  somewhat  during 
1981  and  a  further  increase  is  expected  during  1982.    Furthermore,  pasture  and 
other  feed  supplies  are  substantially  better  than  the  drought  reduced  1981 
situation  and  should  result  in  some  increase  in  milk  production,  even  with 
declining  dairy  cow  numbers.    Cheese  production  will  likely  stabilize  at  the 
1981  level. 

In  contrast  to  most  other  countries,  the  Soviet  Union  continues  to  suffer  from 
declining  dairy  production;  1982  milk  production  is  forecast  to  fall  about  2 
percent  below  1981.    A  poor  feed  situation,  particularly  with  respect  to 
concentrate  supplies,  is  the  primary  cause  of  that  situation.    With  the 
decline  in  milk  production,  production  of  cheese,  butter  and  NDM  are  all 
expected  to  fal  1 . 

BUTTER 

U.S.  butter  production  for  1982  is  expected  to  reach  595,000  tons,  up  6 
percent  from  last  year's  output.    Domestic  use  of  butter  may  show  little 
change  from  the  452,000  tons  consumed  in  1981.    Thus,  surplus  production  will 
continue  to  accumulate  in  government-owned  inventories  held  by  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  (CCC).    By  year's  end,  U.S.  stocks,  both  government  and 
commercial,  could  be  near  250,000  tons,  a  sharp  gain  from  the  195,000  tons  in 
storage  at  the  end  of  1981.    Large  butter  supplies  relative  to  use  and  no 
change  in  CCC  purchase  prices  over  the  past  year  are  holding  wholesale  prices 
close  to  year-earlier  levels.    In  mid-May,  prices  for  Grade  A  butter  in 
Chicago  were  quoted  at  $1.48  per  pound,  only  1  cent  above  a  year  ago  and  1 
cent  per  pound  below  the  CCC-purchase  price  at  Chicago.    U.S.  butter  exports 
are  expected  to  top  90,000  tons  this  year,  stemming  from  the  sale  of  100,000 
tons  of  CCC  butter  to  the  New  Zealand  Dairy  Board  (NZDB)  last  August. 
Approximately  25,000  tons  were  shipped  during  1981  and  the  remaining  75,000 
tons  will  be  moved  during  1982.    CCC  sales  of  butter  for  export  to  Poland 
amounted  to  28,000  tons  in  1981  with  another  10,000  tons  being  shipped  in 
1982.    At  present,  no  additional  CCC  overseas  sales  are  being  projected  for 
1982. 

The  charts  and  table  on  page  5  indicate  U.S.  stock  levels  for  butter,  cheese, 
and  NDM  versus  the  rest  of  the  world  for  1980-82  and  highlight  the  rapid 
build-up  in  U.S.  inventories.

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EC  butter  output  for  1982  is  projected  to  total  around  1,924  thousand  tons,  a 
gain  of  1  percent  from  the  reduced  levels  of  1981  but  below  the  record  output 
in  1978-80.    Domestic  use  of  butter  is  expected  to  continue  to  slide  somewhat 
this  year  and  exports  outside  the  Community  may  also  decline.    By  year's  end 
EC  butter  stocks  will  rise  somewhat,  whereas  in  1981  butter  stocks  dropped 
sharply  over  the  course  of  the  year. 

New  Zealand's  butter  production  may  drop  to  about  235,000  tons  this  year,  down 
5  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Some  rise  in  exports  is  anticipated,  with 
larger  amounts  going  to  the  Soviet  Union  in  response  to  that  country's  butter 
shortage. 

CHEESE 

U.S.  cheese  production  this  year  may  be  up  about  3  percent.  Domestic 
consumption  is  projected  to  rise  some  7  percent  for  1982.    Attractive  prices 
for  cheese,  compared  to  other  high  protein  foods,  plus  an  anticipated 
improvement  in  the  economy  later  this  year  should  help  expand  cheese  use. 
Mid-May  wholesale  prices  for  Cheddar  cheese  (40  pound  blocks  at  Wisconsin 
assembly  points)  were  about  $1.36  per  pound,  down  about  2  cents  from  a  year 
ago  and  3  cents  below  CCC  purchase  levels.    Even  with  the  rise  in  usage,  some 
additional  accumulation  in  government  inventories  is  anticipated  by  the  end  of 
1982  as  output  exceeds  consumption.    Exports  of  cheese  from  the  United  States 
are  minimal  since  domestic  prices  are  approximately  double  world  price 
levels.    Also,  demand  for  American-type  cheeses  is  primarily  limited  to  the 
English  speaking  countries. 

EC  cheese  output  for  1982  is  forecast  at  3.5  million  tons,  2  percent  above  a 
year  earlier.    Most  of  the  gain  will  come  from  West  Germany,  France,  and  the 
Netherlands.    Denmark  and  Italy  expect  to  cut  cheese  production  this  year.  EC 
exports  outside  the  Community  are  expected  to  total  420,000  tons  this  year,  a 
15  percent  rise  from  1981.    Cheese  sales  to  third  countries  have  been 
increasing  rapidly  the  past  three  years. 

New  Zealand's  cheese  output  for  the  1981/82  dairy  year  may  reach  112,000  tons, 
up  a  third  from  last  year  and  about  6  percent  above  the  106,000  tons  produced 
two  years  ago.    Exports  may  also  be  up  in  line  with  production  from  year 
earlier  levels.    With  exports  able  to  absorb  most  of  the  rise  in  output,  stock 
levels  will  continue  at  the  very  low  levels  of  last  year. 

NONFAT  DRY  MILK 

U.S.  nonfat  dry  milk  (NDM)  output  for  calendar  1982  may  total  around  670,000 
tons,  a  13  percent  rise  from  1981.    Domestic  use  is  not  expected  to  exceed 
last  year's  301,000  tons.    Purchases  of  NDM  by  the  CCC  have  been  running  well 
ahead  of  year-earlier  levels  this  spring  and  by  May  21  uncommitted  government 
stocks  had  risen  to  474,000  tons,  up  from  292,000  tons  a  year  earlier.  By 
year's  end  U.S.  stocks  (mostly  held  by  CCC)  are  projected  to  accumulate  to 
605,000  tons  (1.3  billion  pounds),  about  double  our  annual  domestic  use  and 
one-half  of  total  world  stocks.    U.S.  exports  of  NDM  last  year  at  140,000  tons 
were  up  sharply  from  year-earlier  levels.    CCC  exports  to  Mexico  and  Poland 
were  52,000  tons  and  food  relief,  58,000  tons.    For  1982,  Mexico  is  expected 
to  take  35,000  tons  and  Poland  around  10,000  tons  of  CCC  inventories. 
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With  food  relief  exports  only  a  little  above  last  year,  the  total  amount  of 
NDM  shipped  abroad  may  be  around  130,000  tons.    U.S.  wholesale  prices  for  NDM 
are  currently  ranging  between  91-1/2  cents  to  94-3/4  cents  per  pound  with  CCC 
purchase  prices  at  94  cents.    These  wholesale  prices  are  nearly  unchanged  from 
a  year  ago  and  compute  to  about  $2,070  per  metric  ton,  well  above  world  price 
levels  of  $950-$! ,000  per  ton  f.o.b.  major  European  ports. 

EC  production  of  NDM  may  be  up  3-4  percent  this  year  to  around  2.1  million 
tons  following  a  small  drop  last  year.    Sharp  gains  are  anticipated  for  the 
Netherlands  and  Denmark,  with  more  moderate  increases  for  the  rest  of  the 
Community.    Increased  use  of  NDM,  such  as  feeding  to  veal  calves  in  France, 
should  limit  any  significant  expansion  in  carryover  stocks  into  1983. 
Intra-EC  trade  will  be  up  but  NDM  sales  outside  the  Community  may  be  somewhat 
lower,  reflecting  weaker  prices  and  plentiful  world  supplies  of  skim  milk 
powder. 

CASEIN 

The  EC  countries  of  France,  the  Netherlands,  Ireland,  and  West  Germany  produce 
nearly  one-half  of  the  world's  casein.    For  1982,  EC  casein  manufacture  for 
those  countries  is  forecast  at  79,000  tons,  little  changed  from  1981.  U.S. 
imports  from  EC  countries  amounted  to  16,000  tons  last  year,  down  from  21,000 
tons  in  1980. 

New  Zealand's  casein  output  for  1982  may  decline  to  around  52,000  tons,  a  12 
percent  drop  from  last  year.    Relatively  stable  milk  supplies,  with  increasing 
amounts  of  milk  going  into  cheese  and  nonfat  dry  milk  manufacture,  are 
impacting  on  casein. 

Poland's  casein  output  is  expected  to  shrink  further  in  1982  as  a  larger 
percentage  of  that  country's  milk  supplies  goes  for  fluid  use  and  other  dairy 
products. 

U.S.  imports  of  casein  in  1982  may  show  little  change  from  the  58,000  metric 
tons  brought  in  last  year.    First  quarter  imports,  at  16,000  tons  were  down  7 
percent  from  a  year  earlier. 
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Special  Article  on 
Dairy  Cow  Numbers  and  Productivity 


Dairy  cow  numbers  (for  the  36  countries  covered  in  this  report)  are  expected 
to  average  about  600,000  head  (three-tenth's  of  a  percent)  above  1982. 
Projected  increases  in  India  and  Brazil  account  for  most  of  the  increase 
between  1981  and  1982.    Small  increases  are  also  expected  in  the  United 
States,  Spain,  and  New  Zealand,  while  longterm  declines  continue  in  Australia, 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  France. 

The  number  of  cows  used  for  dairy  purposes  during  1982  is  about  400,000  head 
lower  than  the  1978  level.    One  would  expect  that  developed  countries,  where 
surplus  conditions  (with  varying  degrees  of  seriousness)  tend  to  be  a 
permanent  feature  of  the  dairy  situation,  would  tend  to  show  the  largest 
declines.    However,  countries  that  declined  5  percent  or  more  during  the 
1978-82  period  include  developed  countries  such  as  Canada  and  France,  less 
developed  countries  such  as  Argentina,  and  Poland,  from  the  centrally  planned 
group.    Two  examples  of  developed  countries  with  excess  production  but 
constant  or  expanding  numbers  are  Japan  and  the  United  States. 

Per  cow  productivity  continues  to  expand  with  many  countries  averaging  better 
than  2  percent  per  year.    Japan,  with  per  cow  yields  of  nearly  6.2  tons,  the 
highest  in  the  world,  had  an  expansion  rate  of  1.7  percent  during  the  1976-81 
period.    Another  small  increase  is  expected  in  1982. 

U.S.  milk  yields  are  now  above  5.5  tons  per  cow  and  are  expanding  about  2 
percent  per  year.    Productivity  growth  appears  to  have  been  faster  during  the 
second  half  of  the  1970's  relative  to  the  first  half  largely  due  to  the  high 
feed  prices  during  1972-75  which  cut  grain  feeding  and  thereby  lowered 
productivity.    Further,  that  phenomenon  appears  to  have  affected  Canada  even 
more  than  the  United  States. 

Per  cow  yields  in  the  EC-10  are  expected  to  average  about  4.3  tons  in  1982. 
French  productivity  gains  of  nearly  4  percent  per  year  during  the  1976-81 
period  lead  the  region  in  rate  of  increase.    Much  of  the  French  increase  is 
reported  to  be  due  to  crossbreeding.    Productivity  in  Spain  increased  at  a  3 
percent  rate  during  the  1970' s.    However,  Spain's  output  is  still  below  3.5 
tons  per  cow. 

In  Eastern  Europe,  Yugoslavia  obtained  a  relatively  high  3  percent  increase  in 
productivity  during  the  1970's;  however,  that  was  from  a  very  low  base.  In 
the  last  half  of  the  decade,  Poland  has  experienced  a  tight  feed  situation  and 
that  has  affected  productivity. 

The  USSR  is  unique  among  the  countries  shown  because  1981  yields  are  below 
those  of  the  1970-1972  average.    Peak  USSR  milk  yields  were  reached  in  1977, 
but  per  cow  productivity  is  down  more  than  a  tenth  since  then.    Short  grain 
and  forage  crops  have  prevented  both  qualitative  and  quantitative  improvements 
in  Soviet  dairy  rations.    Further,  the  tight  feed  situation  appears  to  have 
nullified  any  genetic  improvements  that  have  been  made  during  the  1970's. 
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Productivity  growth  in  Australia,  though  less  than  half  a  percent  during  the 
whole  decade,  increased  to  1.5  percent  during  the  last  half  of  the  decade. 
Better  profit  prospects  following  improvement  of  the  structure  of  the 
industry  are  the  likely  causes  of  the  improved  rates.    New  Zealand,  where 
the  dairy  sector  is  better  able  to  compete  with  other  agricultural 
enterprises,  showed  a  faster,  more  consistent  growth  pattern.    By  the  end  of 
the  decade  New  Zealand's  per  cow  yields  were  above  those  of  Australia. 

Reports  from  most  countries  indicate  that  a  combination  of  improved  feeding 
and  improved  genetic  potential,  are  responsible  for  the  continuing  increase 
in  milk  yields.    The  United  States  and  Japan,  one  a  feed  exporter,  the  other 
a  feed  importer,  give  evidence  that  per  cow  yields  on  a  worldwide  basis  have 
not  yet  approached  a  maximum  and  further  increases  are  probable.
